With hopes like thefe, to the Executors of 
Swift was committed the Hiftery of the laft 
years of Queen Anne, and to thofe of Pope 
the Works which remained unprinted in his 
clofet. The performances of Pope were burnt 
by thofe whom he had perhaps feleéted from 
all mankind as moft hkely to publifh them ; 
and the Hiftory had likewife perifhed, had 
not a ftraggling Tranfcript fallen into bufy 
hands. 


The Papers left in the clofet of Peirefc fup- 
plied his heirs with a whole winter's fuel, and 
many of the labours of the learned Lloyd 
were confumed in the kitchen of his de- 
fcendants. 


Some Works, indeed, have efcaped total de- 
ftryction, but yet have had reafon to Jament 
the fate of Orphans expofed to the frauds of 
unfaithful Guardians.

Vanity is often no lefs mifchievous than neg- 


ligence or difhonefty. He that poffeffes a valu- 
able Manufcript, hopes to raife its'efteem by 
concealment, and delights in the diftinction 
which he imagines himfelf to obtain by keep- 
ing the key of a treafure which he neither ufes 
nor imparts. 


From him it falls to fome other 
Owner lefs vain but more negligent, who con-. 


fiders it as ulelefs lumber, and rids himfelf of 
the Incumbrance. 


Yet there are fome works which the Authors 
mutt confign unpublithed to pofterity, however 
uncertain be the event, however hopelefs be 


the truft. He that writes the hiftory of his own 


times, if he adheres fteadily to truth, will write 
that which his own times will not eafily endure. 
He muft be content to repofite his book till all 
private paffions fhall ceafe, and love and hatred 
give way to curiolity. 


But many leave the labour of half their life 
to their executors and to chance, becaule they 
will not fend them abroad unfinithed, and are 
unable to finith them, becaufe they prefcribe to 
themfelves fuch a degree of exactnefs as human 
diligence fcarcely can attain. Liiyd, fays Bur- 
net, did not lay out bis learning with the same di- 
ligence as he laid tt in. He was always hetitating 
and enquiring, raifing objections and removing 
them, and waiting for clearer light and fuller 
difcovery. Baker,. after many years paft in 
Biography, left his manufcripts to be buried in 


a library, becaufe that was imperfect which, 


could never be perfected. 


Of thefe learned men let thofe who afpire to 
the fame praife, imitate the diligence and avoid 
the {crupulofity. Let it be always remembered 
that life is fhort, that knowledge is endlefs, and 
that many doubts deferve but to be cleared. 
Let thofe whom nature and ftudy have quali- 
fied to teach mankind, tell us what they have 
learned while they are yet able to tell it, and 
truft their reputation only to themfelves.

With the others he had been payii g 
a friendly vifit to the Cherokees and Catawbas, 
and informs us, that the Cherokees had follicit- 
ed him to join a party of them who were going 
out againit'the white men, to revenge the 
deaths of fome of their friends and beloved 
men killed on the frontiers of North-Carolina 
or Virginia about eighteen months or two yeais 
ago, which he refuled, and endeavoured to per: 
fuade them to drop their refentment ; but they 
informed him the quality and rank of tho‘e 
killed was fuch as rendered it impoffible: And 
on Friday accounts were received from Salifbu- 
ry, in the Yadkin fettlement, in Rowan coun- 
ty, North Carolina, that a party of Indians 
had come into the fettlements about the Wax- 
faws, and committed feveral murders: The 
militia were raifed, and on fearching the houfes 
where the Indians had been, eighteen white 
people were found killed, and eight more are 
miffing. No advices have been received from 
the party of Chickefaws that went out after the 
run-away Shawaneze. The people in the back 
fettlements are much alarmed. 

On Saturday his Excellency the Governor, 
with Capt. Dudgeon our Engineer, fet out for 
George-Town, Winyaw, in order to take the 
necefiary fteps for erecting a fort for the protec- 
tion of that town and harbour.

And that the 
ad of May, his Majefty’s thips Dreadnought, 
Seaford, Wager, Peregrine and Port Antonio, 
took the two French frigates, and another large 
Dutch fhip that was under their convoy. The 
frigates are the Hardy of 20 guns and 150 
men, and the Hermione of 26 gans and 170 
men, and are loaded with the fineft fugars and 
indigo, and are efteemed very rich thips.Gazette. 


Extra& of a letter from on board bis Majsfly's foip 
Namur, dated Fune 8, 1759. 

«¢ We are cruizing off Toulon,where we have 
been ever fince the roth of May, keeping in the 
French fleet. We fee the French hips in the 
harbour every day. They are eleven in num- 
ber, with their fails bent, and two others re- 
pairing ; but we are of opinion they will not 


_ come out while we ftay here. 


“The 6th of this inftant we gave chace to 
two French frigates that were going into Tou 
lon, and cut them off from the harbour, fo they 
were obliged to anchor in a fmall bay, where 
the Admiral ordered the Culloden, Conqueror, 
and Jerfey, in order to deftroy them; they 
were fupported by four batteries on the fhore, 
fo that they found it impracticable, and our 


. fhips, by the affiftance of the boats of the fleet, 


iwere got out again, after an engagement with 
the batteries and the two frigates for an hour 
and a quarter. The Culloden had her main- 
yard ‘fhot away, and fifteen men killed; the 
Conqueror had two men killed ; and the Jerfey 
nine killed; and two or three more fince dead of. 
their wounds. . The above three fhips are refit- 
ted, and ready for any fervice. Thank God, 
the fleet is healthy, and all in good fpirits. We 
are thirteen fail of the line; and the two that 
the. French are fitting makes them the fame 
number. We are looking at them at about 8 
or 9 miles diftance,” 

The Prince of Orange, Tyfon, from Am- 
fterdam, for Curacoa, loft her convoy, and is 
taken by a letter of marque fhip and carried into 
Jamaica. 

A French floop with timber, is fent into

to go up againft Ramoth-Gilead, may have put 
it in their heads to have flat boats for an jnva- 
fion; yea, and I trow they have bargained 
with fome Lapland witch for a fair gentle 
breeze to bring them over, well knowing that 
fuch veffels cannot ride out a ftorm: and if fo, 
cannot another witch be bribed to raife a hur- 
ricane upon them, when they fhall be about 
half way over? 

The news-papers have told us that the French 
have 150 of thofe huge boats in the harbour of 
Breft, which are to come out with their fleet of 
fhips of war ; but as they are too big to be car- 
ried in the fhips, Ido ven ure to prophefie that 
ho fuch large, nat crate will ever come out of 
Breft, though I do not fay that their fleet will 
not come out, if they find a fair opportunity.

I N this age fruitful of expedients to affift the

be caught between two fires, and brought into 
fuch another dilemma as Friend William was in 
two yearsago. But this giveth me no kind of 
uneatinefs: the flat bottoms will not venture fo 
tar trom Dunkirk, the paffage to Stade being 


fuch vefiels are only fit for failing right betore 
the wind. Therefore, whatever is to be done 
from Dunkirk with thofe boats, muit be accom- 
plifmed in leis than 24 hours, otherwife the un- 
dertaking will be in great jeopardy: for let 
them boait ever fo much of being able to cover 
their flat craft with great fhips, fuch fhips can- 
not command the winds nor rule the weather. 
From all thefe cogitations I am induced to 
conclude, that we need not be afraid of what 
our enemies can do with all their many hun- 
dred boats, which they fay are as long and as 
broad as moft fhips; for unlefS they were as 
deep, and built the fame way, they cannct be 
truited in a long paflage. Our enemies may 
verily bring out a few of them in their fleets, 
merely for landing the men in fhoal water ; 
but it paffeth my underitanding to account for 
their building fo great a number of them, ex- 
cept it be to terrify the Englifh nation, and 
make us believe they will run all hazards to ex- 
ecute their revengetul purpofes. Howbeit, our 
Rulers do well to prepare againft the worit that 
may happen ; for the Head Ruler of the French 
feemeth to be grown as defperate as Sampfon 
after the'lofs of his eyes; and as he hath never 


| been famous for a large ftock of wifdom, who 


knoweth but he may have been put upon this 
bold undertaking by fome Female Counfellor, 
even his Concubine Pompadour ? But notwith- 
ftanding all their threatening to invade thefe 
realms, I verily believe they would be glad to 
flip away in a dark night from Breft ; and then, 
inftead of fteering for England or Ireland, it 
feemeth to me that they would fet their fails di- 
rectly for the weftern world, where they are in 
danger of lofing fome more of their colonies 
and plantations. 

All this may be no better than mere conjec- 
tures; for who can tell what to-morrow may 
bring forth ?
